CHICAGO, Dec, 2.— (INS) 
The changed attitude toward 
marriage rather than the law 
itself is responsible for 
the 
widespread increase in divorce, 
according to Judge Marcus A. 
Kavanagh, who has taken over 
Chicago’s divorce court for the 
first time in eight years. 
“If divorce is to be reduced 
materially,” said Judge 
Ka­ 
vanagh, “home teaching rather 
than law- will cause the reduc­ 
tion. 
Morals cannot be legis­ 
lated into a people.” 
Judge 
Kavanagh 
declared 
that poverty was one of the 
greatest c a uses "of divorce. 
“We see it every day,” he 
said, “where the 
needs 
and 
privations of life have made 
some quitter quit. 
When rich 
people get divorces we gener­ 
ally see that another tnarriage 
follows shortly. 
“If a couple passes the fifth 


11 9 
year of marriage and there arc 
children, *the chances against 
divorce are good. 
Divorce is 
rare among 
steady 
church­ 
goers and home owners.” 
“ I he popularity of divorce 
will wane only when men and 
women regard their 
martial 
vows so seriously that 
they 
will separate only as a last 
resort,” he said. 
“There was a time when 
it 
was considered highly improp­ 
er to secure a divorce. 
That 
attitude was the result of par- 
ential training. 
Society gen -y 
orally accepted that viewpoint.
